GOMPERS’ RIBS 
BROKEN AS CAR 
SMASHES TAXI 


Labor Chief Meets In- 
juries on Broadway, 
New York. 


New York, April 27.—[Special.J— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in- 
curred fractures of the ninth and tenth 
ribs on the right side, a severe sprain 
of the right hip, and possible internal 
injuries at 3:30 o'clock this afternoon 
when the automobile in which he was 
riding was struck by a northbound 


| Broadway surface car at Broadway 


and Forty-first street. 

Hugh Frayne, general organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
who had been with Mr. Gompers since 
a short time after the accident, issued 
a statement tonight asserting that Mr. 
Gompers was in no danger. 

The accident happened almost direct- 
ly in front of the Hotel Continental, 
the labor leader’s New York headquar- 
ters, and Mr. Gompers was removed 
to his rooms, where tonight he was 
under the care of physicians, 

Lunches With Morrison. 

Leaving the hotel just before noon, 
Mr. Gompers, who was 69 years old 
last January, walked up Broadway to 
the home of John P. Morrison, at 381 
West Fifty-first street, where he had 
luncheon. After the meal he decided 
to continue his walk, and went on up 
Broadway to Dighty-sixth street. There 
he hailed a taxi operated by William 


|P. Goldberg of 1465 Fifth avenue and 


asked to be driven back to the Conti- 
netal. 

As Goldberg swung in at Forty-first 
street the trolley came along at a good 
clip. According to three witnesses to 
the accident, who told their version to 
the police, the motorman of the surface 
car apparently thought that Goldberg 
would clear the tracks before the car 

caught up with the taxi. 

Car Smashes in Rear. 

Just as the machine was nearly over 
the trolley caught the rear of it sharp- 
ly and smashed it in with a crash that 
caught the ear of Policeman Joseph 
Frank, a block away at Forty-second 
street. Frank ran down, and with 
Goldberg helping, they carried Mr. 
Gompers into the hotel. The labor 
leader did not lose consciousness, al- 
though suffering great pain. 

The first thing he said when 
stretched on the bed was to make a 
request that nobody be punished for 
the accident. He said it was plainly 
an accident and that he did not wish 
anybody to suffer for it. 

X-ray Today. 

Dr. Balensweig of the New York 
hospital responded to the police call, 
and after making an examination gave 
Mr. Gompers a hypodermic injection 
to ease the pain. The surgeon said he 
was uncertain whether or not there 
were internal injuries and recommend- 
ed that an X-ray search be made, 
which will be done tomorrow. 

Mrs. Gompers, who has been in ill 
health for some time, was notified at 
her home in Washington by long dis- 
tance telephone. The labor leader has 
been in ba@ health of late, and this, 
coupled with his age, caused friends 
today to express worry over eg out- 
come of the accident.

ARCHANGEL April 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.J]—The bolshevik re- 
inforcements which arrived recently 
on the northern front in preparation 
for a new offensive against the Amer- 
ican and allied troops, it is reported, 
have been withdrawn and rushed to 
Viatka, on the railway from Vologda 
to Perm, to stem the advance of the 
northern wing of the Siberian anti- 
bolshevik army. 

During the Siberian offensive in the 
last two weeks the morale of the bol- 
sheviki on the northern front has 
slumped.

New York, April 27.—{Special.]—

The report will be taken up for final 
consideration by the peace conference 
in its plenary session tomorrow, Paris 
advices indicate. 

The commission, of which Samuel 
Gompers, head of the American Fed- 


its conclusions in two parts, the first 
part being a draft convention provid- 
ing for the establishment of a perma- 
nent world labor conference to be 


The second part is in the form of 
clauses containing declarations of prin- 
ciple regarding the rights of workers 
the world over, which, it is suggested, 
should be included in the treaty of 


peace. 

First Meeting in United States. 
The commission agreed to ask the 
United States to call the first meet- 
ing of the labor conference, which is to 
be held annually, at Washington, next 
October. 

The matters scheduled to be taken 
up are: 

1—Application of principle of eight 
hour day for forty-eight hour week. 

2—Question of preventing or provid- 
ing against unemployment. 

3—Women’s employment—{[a] be- 
fore and after childbirth, including the 
question of maternity benefit; [b] dur- 
ing the night; [c] in unhealthy proc- 
esses. 
| 4—Employment of ehilér:n—{a] min. 
imum age of employment; [b} during 
the night; [c] in unhealthy processes. 

$—Extension and application of the 
international conventions accepted at 
Berne in 1906 on the prohibition of 
night work for women employed in in- 
dustry and the prohibition of the use of 
white phosphorus in the manufacture 
of matches. 


Seven on Organizing Body. 

The international organizing com- 
mittee for the convention will consist 
of seven members, appointed by the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan, Belgium, and Switzer- 
land. The committee may, if it thinks 
necessary, invite other states to ap- 
point representatives. Any of the high 
contracting parties will have a right 
to file a complaint with the interna- 
tional labor office if it is not satisfied 
that any other of the high contracting 
parties is obtaining the effective ob- 
servance of any convention which both 
have ratified in accordance with the 
articles of the convention. 

Amendments may be adopted by a 
majority of two-thirds of the votes tast 
by the delegates present and will take 
effect when ratified by the states whose 
representatives compose the executive 
council of the league of nations and by 
three fourths of the states whose rep- 
resentatives com the body of dele. 
gates of the league. : 


Humans Not Merchandise. 

Among these clauses proposed for 
insertion in the peace treaty are the 
following: 

The labor of a human being should 
not be treated as merchandise or as an 
article of commerce; no child should 
be permitted to be employed in indus- 
try before the age of 14; between the 
ages of 14 and 18 young persons may 
be employed on work which is not 
harmful to their physical development; 
employers and workers should be al- 
lowed the right of association for all 
lawful purposes; equal pay to women 
and men for work of equal value in 
quantity and quality; every worker 
has a right to a wage adequate to 
maintain a reasonable standard of life, 
having regard to the civilization of his 
time and country; limitation of the 
hours of work in industry on the basis 
of eight hours a day or forty-eight 
hours a week, subject to an exception 
for countries in which climatic condi- 
tions, the imperfect development of 
industrial organization, or other spe- 
clal circumstances render the indus- 
trial efficiency of the workers sub- 
stantially different.

Changes Made in 
Draft Win Senate 
Support.

Washington, D. C., April 27.2-[Spe- 
Clal.J—The text of the league of na 


tions covenant, as revised by the peace 


conference commissicn, of which Presi- 
dent Wilson is chairman, was issued 
by the state department tonight. The 
covenant will be taken up for fina! 
disposition at a plenary session of the 
peace conference tomorrow. 

A number of Republican senators 
among the thirty-nine who signed the 
“round robin” of opposition to the 
covenant in its original form have 
signified that the recognizing of the 
Monroe doctrine, exemption of-domes. 
tic questions, like immigration, from 
league jurisdiction, preservation of 
sovereignty, and other amendments 
they demanded ecapiaticn their objec. 
tions. 


Guards Doctrine. 
The recognition of the Monroe doc- 


trine is embodied in article 21, which ; 


provides: 

“ Nothing in this covenant shall be 
deemed to affect the validity of in. 
ternational engagements such as trea- 
ties of arbitration or regional under- 
standings like the Monroe doctrine for 
securing the maintenance of peace.” 

President Wilson previously opposed 
this amendment, claiming the league 
itself extended to the whole world the 
Monroe doctrine. 


Expect an Early Passage. 

With opposition lessened, advocater 
of the league are emboldened to pre 
dict the ratification of the covenan' 
by the requisite two-thirds majority of 
the senate. 

There is still opposition, however, by 
some senators, who contend that the 
amendments are inadequate to the pro. 
tection of the interests of the United 
States, by others who see no virtue in 
any league of nations, and by stil 
others who contend that the amend- 
ments have left the proposed peace 
confederation toothless and ineffective 
to achieve the desired results. | 

These Will Be Members, 4 

As at present constituted the league 
will contain forty-five nations or domin- 
ions. In the first category are the fol- 
lowing named thirty-two states which 
either waged war on Germany or broke 
relations with her:

“Many of the quarrels of the past,” 
the statement adds, “arose from the 
absence of this machinery, so that the 
covenant may be said to inaugurate 
a new international order, and thereby 
eliminate, so far as possible, one of the 
principal causes of war.”

ASHINGTON, D. C., April 
27.—The state department 
made public tonight the 
text of the revised cove- 
nant of thé league of nations, a8 it 
will be presented tomorrow to the 
plenary session of the peace confer- 
ence at Paris.

THE COVENANT OF THE LEAGUE

Go Over Head of Burleson 


Because He Ignores 
Their Union. , 


The Chicago Postoffice Clerks’ union 
is planning a campaign to impress 
President Wilson and the new con- 
gress with tHe necessity of improv- 
ing working conditions, doing away 
with overtime work and fixing a per- 
manent living wage scale. The presi- 
dent will be asked to appoint an in- 
vestigating committee. Appeals will 
be made to the people~of Chicago 
through an advertising fund. 

‘In appealing to President Wilson 
directly the clerks are deliberately 
going over the head of Postmaster 
General Burleson, because he has re- 
fused to recognize their union. His ad- 
ministration has also been one in which 
the clerks have learned to fear him. 

The distributors in the Chicago of- 
fice, and this ‘means most of the trained 
clerical force, have not had an eight 
hour day for a long time. For years 
there has been a continuous system of 
overtime, through which men have 
been working ten and eleven hours. 
This condition has prevailed in other 
cities. The government pays straight 
time for overwork. ; 

Publicity Instead of Strike. 

Instead of hiring more men, such as 
returning soldiers, the postoffice policy : - 
has been to bring in temporary extra 
men for a few hours work a night and 
to make the regular men work two or | 
three hours more a day. 

“ Working conditions in the Chicago 
office are becoming such that we are ||’ 
planning to appeal to the president for |} -~ 
investigation and relief,” said Pie 
E. Butler, president of the cleriie’ 
union. 

“We intend to show the intolerable 
conditions through advertising and 
publicity. This is our weapon, instead 
of the strike. The union is against 
strikes. The morale of the men is low 
because wages are low and the force is 
inadequate.” 3 

Twelve hundred temporary men are 
at work. They are not civil service 
men. They get 40 cents am-fhour. Un- 
der civil service at the start they 
wou.d only get about 33 cents an hour.

ITALY’S CASK 
Chicago, April 26.—[Bditor of The Trib- 


ican Without a Hyphen,” states a num- 
ber of things which are undoubtedly 
true, but, then, why did we go to Bu- 
rope and meddle in European affairs, 
trying to dictate to nations which have 
become bankrupt In blood and treasure 
because of the war? 

We did not go to war for the sake of 
democracy and humanity when 
was invaded, but only three years later 
when our own interests were involved. 
Had not Germany proclaimed submarine 
blockade, which tendefi to destroy our 
commerce, Wilson would have continued 
to “ keep us out of war” trrespective of 
humanity and democracy. 

One of Wllson’s fourteen points was 
the freedom of the seas, which was 
promptly dropped as soon as England 
‘expressed her opposition to it. This shows 
that we used in the Buropean matters 
not impartiality, which comes from ideal- 
istic principles, but only that spirit of op- 
portunism which has been and continues 
to be the scourge of nations. 

Another of the fourteen points was the 
proclamation on principles of seilf-deter- 
mination. Why, then, have we under- 
taken to deny the Italian population of 
Fiume the privilege of showing what gov- 
ernment they desire to have? In this 
connection it would be Instructive to re- 
mind the readers that we have been op- 
posed to the principle of self-determina- 
tion for the Philippines and that we have 
also opposed the very same principle in 
the case of several states which we an- 
nexed from Mexico. It also may be. in- 
structive to remind readers that we did 
not give the Indians, or real Americans, 
@ square deal, but kept them Incilosed in 
secluded territory like cattle. 

Italy would not have opposed any prin- 
ciple of humanity and democracy had we 
gone avout in a fair and impartid) man- 
ner. We have been willing to give France 
not her owh territory but German terri- 
tory also, on the theory that ft needed 
it either for defense or for reparation 
purposes. But we are going to deny 
Italy territory which is occupied by her 
own people and which is needed by her 
not for reparation purposes but for pur- 
poses of nationality, jastice, and defense. 

Let us be true Americans, not Jugo- 
Slavia sympathizers.

Public utilities of Illirfois—electric, 
gas, traction, water, and ephore com- 
panies—in a “combined effort are to 
place their “after war” case directly 
in the hands of the persons to whom 
they are responsible—their customers.

This committee, with of- 
fices in the Bedford building, 203 South 
Dearborn street, Chicago, is to oper- 
ate “under the auspices of the IIll- 
nois Gas association, Illinois State Elec- 
tric association, Illinois Electric Rail- 
way association, and other public serv- 
ice co ;anizations, and in the interest 
of their customers, investors, and em- 
ployés.” Bernard J. Mullaney is direc- 


tor. | 
Statement of Purposes. 
The purpose of the committee is out. 
lined in a public. statement, as fol- 


lows: 


“The committee proposes to do now 
for the public utilities what the rail- 
roads failed to do until they were al- 
most strangled; namely, to put before 
the people of Illinois, by every possible 
means. the economic facts of the pub- 
lic utility industry, as an industry. 
This takes in the small town light 
plant as well as the big city electric 
company or street railway system; ‘in- 
dependent’ and ‘farmer’ telephone 
companies, as well as the Bell inter- 
ests. 

“The gas and electric companies of 
the state daily serve 1,700,000 custom- 
ers, and counting five to a family—the 
usual computation—this means 8,500.,- 
000 persons, or practically every per- 
son in the state. The street and elec- 
tric railways carry 2,000,000,000 pas- 
sengers every year. In the light of 
these figures, no words are needed to 


emphasize how closely the lives, hap-

“Without efficient utilities, cities and 
towns cannot prosper, and utilities can- 
not be efficient without prosperity. 
They must pay their bills, like people

Pershing a check for more than $26,- 
000, representing profits from July 4, 
1917, to Nov. 1, 1918, to be used for any 
army social service fund the general 
favored. 

Meanwhile the Army Edition becnine 
much more than the doughboy’s daily 
letter from home. With the assembling 
of the peace conference it was recog: 


- nized in constantly enlarging degree 


as an exponent of American views, sen- 
timents, and ideals. 
Changed to “Paris Edition.” 

“Paris edition” took the place of 
“army edition” in the “ears” of THz 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE title line.

The strikers said 
they are prepared to remain away 
from work until all their demands are 
granted. 

One thousand bakery wagon drivers 
who are involved in the strike through 
contracts which forbid them handling 
“nonunion bread” reported for work 
at 2 a. m. this morning. 

John O. Safstrom, secretary of the 
bakery wagon drivers’ union, who was 
located last night by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter after a two day search, said: 

“There has not been any meeting of 
the drivers or the barn stewards that 
I know of. If any. drivers are met by 
the pickets of the bakers who tell 
them a strike has been called against 
the plant, they will go home. 

“If they find no pickets, they can 
take out the bread even if there is no 
label on it, and not be violating any 
rules.

Wall Street Fears Delay 
{n Signing Peace 
Treaty. 


She New York Times. 


Wew York, April 27.—[Special]— 
The dramatic shattering of diplomatic 
precedent by President Wilson in re 
gard to Adriatic situations and its ef- 


fect on the Italian delegates at the 
peace conference quite naturally had 
a refiection in the security markets 
last week. 

It was practically the first occasion 
aince the forward movement of stocks 
in February that the peace negotiations 
had worked at all to bring about a pri 
reaction, and it was an open question 
whether the discontent of the Italian 
representatives was the primary infiu- 
enoe behind the moderate decline and 
subsequent drifting tendency of quota- 
tions. 

Generally speaking, the comment in the 
financial district denoted a firm belief 
that the most serious phase of the con- 
troversy lay not in the chance of a re- 
vival of force to settle national differ- 
ences, but In the probability that the em- 
broilment between statesmen would tend 
to delay signing of the peace treaty. 

Bellef in Early Peace. 


The financial and industrial fabric is 
closely interwoven with the expectation 
of an early peace. Speculators in stocks 
have been dreaming pleasant dreams of 
higher prices after the treaty is signed 
and .sealed. Manufacturers have been 
looking forward to an. increase in the 
flow of their goods abroad, no less to 
neutral than to some of the lately bellig- 
erent nations. The producers of raw 
material are impatiently checking up 
trade statistics of outside countries, seek- 
ing to visualize the extent to which these 
nations will need to replace worked up 
supplies with goods bought in America. 


' Exporters who have spent months tn a 


survey of world needs desire to grapple 
with competitors in other countries. 

No Sharp Declines. 
Also, the course of stocks was influ. 
enced by matters either withfn or close- 
ly allied with the market itself. Strict- 
ly speaking, the recession of Thursday 
and the later irregular movements could 
be characterized as a reaction only be- 
cause prices for about seventy days had 


_ been moving forward persistently. 
- There were no sharp declines, no re- 


verse movements which forecast in them- 
selves an undermining of speculative con- 
fidence for some time in the future. Nor 
did a quality of selling develop which 
openly disclosed a thought among pos- 
sessors of substantial paper profits that 
they had better realize them because the 
top of the rise was close at hand. Tech- 


_nically, the heavy business and sharp 


advances early in the week invited just 
Such selling pressure as occurred later. 
The market, too, was called upon to 
digest various bits of domestic news 
about depressed conditions in the steel 
trade, the closing down of many blast 
furnaces, and increased uncertainty over 
A major company in this.industry re- 
duced the size of its quarterly dividend, 
and gossip was insistent that the largest 
unit would eliminate its extra quarterly 
disbursement when the directors met 
again. All in all the effect of foreign 
Politics and differences at Paris may 
have been almost as remote from the 
stock market as at other tires when 
the atmosphere surrounding the commis- 
sioners appeared decidedly murky. 
Gary’s Views on Steel. 


B. H. Gary of the Steel corporation 
feels that the effort of the industrial 
board to stimulate steel buying at an 
established price has gone for nothing. 
It is logical to suppose that at least most 
of the confidence which steel makers 
hoped steel buyers would acquire from 
the example of government buying has 
been dispelled by the differences between 
the railroad administration and the 
board. 

With this psychological influence de- 
stroyed before it had a chance to exert 
its force, the situation reverts back to an 
open market for steel products. In 
theory the market is unrestricted, yet 
‘prices have not moved from the level 
Proposed by the industrial board, and 
consumers continue to hold back. Steel 
men don't want to reduce quotations; in 
fact, they say they cannot afford to. 

Buyers. hesitate to buy because they 
don’t want to pay what the producers 
quote them. So a deadlock exists, the 
industry is slowing down daily, and no 
one may say whether the market will 
finally start up from a lower or from 
an actually higher base than the present. 

Tt looks more and more like a test of 
staying powers, which is hardly stimu- 
lating to stock owners of steel com- 
panies.
